will excufe me, and will allow me to take fome notice 
of what has been faid by the Hon. Gentleman who in- 
troduced the Debate, and the Hon. and Learned Gentle- 
man who fpoke lait but one. As to the Frauds, Sir,

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Remedy fooner propofed ? How could that Gentleman fee 
the publick Revenue, for which he exprefles fuch a tender 
Concern, fuffer fo long by thofe Frauds, without propo- 
fing fome Expedient for preventing them: The Expedient 
now propofed is certainly no new or extraordinary a thing ;

by what fhall be offered in the Courfe of the Debate; but 
I am very much at a lofs to find out what in the pre- 
fent Debate has determined him to be of the Opinton he 
now feems to be of: He has indeed told us, that the Re- 
formation propofed as to the Laws of Excife, is what very 
much weighs with him; he fays that the Laws of Ex- 
cife are to be blunted, that their Edge is to be taken off 
by what is now propofed, In this, Sir, I muft confefs my 
Short-fightednefs, I can fee no Reformation in what ts pro- 
pofed ; what I look on as moft grievous in the Laws of 
Excife is to continue the fame as before; are not the 
Officers to have the fame oppreffive and vexatious Powers 
continued to them? Are not the Commiffioners to have 
the fame difpenfing Power with regard to Fines and For- 
feitures? Are Trials by Jury to be reftored to the Sub- 
jets? No, Sir; all thefe Grievances are to remain upon 
the fame footing they were on before. The Power and 
Influence of the Crown by means of the Laws of Ex- 
cife, is ftill to be as great as it was before, only there 

by this Scheme many Thoufands more to be fub- 
ected to it; the Method of Appeal is indeed to be a 
little altered, but 1 am afraid the Alteration will not be 
much for the better; the Expence will be much greater, 
and the Redrefs as precarious as ever it was before: how 
then are the Laws of Excife to be blunted? Where is 
this Reformation «fo much boa‘ted of, and on which that 
Hon. and Jearned Gentleman feems folely to cround his 
Opinion? But it feems he expeéts that when this Propo- 
fition comes the length of a Bill, many fine things are 
to be done, many more things than we have ever as yet

eard of: If it fhould come the Jeneth of a Bill, which 
[am in great Hopes it never will, he may very probably 
find himfelf difappointed, and if that fhould be the Cafe, 
I doubt not but he will be of a different Opinion. 

* Gentlemen have faid, that there are no Complaints 
made of the Laws of Excife, or of the Oppreffions of 
k xcife-O fficers ; but, Sir, I believe there is ne’er a Gen- 
tleman in this Houfe, who cannot vive fome Inttances even 
within his own Knowledge, of moft cruel Oppreffions 
; | am fure there is 
acted in the Country as a 
wndreds of ‘uch Inftances, 
0 oiten, and fo lone, of th 
ity of thofe Laws, andthe Vexations Frcs 98 OF 
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ficers, that they are now weary of complaining. —To what 
Purpofe fhould they complain, fince they fee there has 
never as yet been any Provifion made for their Redrefs ? 
T heir Complaints have been hitherto difregarded, even by 
thofe who are in fome manner bound to take Notice of 
them. 

The ope urable Gentleman was pleafed to dwell long 
upon the Ge nerolity of the Crown in giving up the Fines, 
Foricitures, and Seizures to the Publick; but in my 
Opinion it will be but a poor Equivalent for the many 
Oppreffions and Exactions which the People will be ex- 
pofed to by this Scheme. I mutt fay, that the Honourable 
Gentleman has himfelf been of late mighty bountiful and 
venerous in his Offers to the Publick. He has been fo gra- 
cious as to ask us, Will you have a Land-Tax of two 
Shillings in the Pound, or a Land-Tax but of one; or 
will you have no Land-Tax at all? Will you have your 
Debts paid? Will you have them foon paid? ‘Tell me 
but what vou want, let me but know how you can be 
made eafy, and it fhall be done for you. ‘Thefe, Sir, are 
moft generous Offers, but there is fomething fo very ex- 


traordinary, there is fomething fo farcical 1 in them, thet 

really I can hardly mention them without daughing :. It 
puts me in Mind of the Story of Sir Epicure Mammon in 
the Alchym1/?. He was g culled out of his mipeicy by fine 


Promifes ; “he was promifed the Philofopher’s Stone, by 

which he was to get Mountains of Gold, and every Thing 

life he could defire; but all ended at laft in “* fome little 
‘ Thing for curing the Itch.” 

‘ I wifh the Gentlemen, who appear fo zealous for this 
Scheme, would have fome little Regard to their Confti- 
tuents. It is well known that it was the Cuftom among 
our Anceftors, when any new Device was propofed, to 
detire —Time to have a Conference with their Countries : 
f am but very little converfant in Books of Law, how- 

I fometimes look into them, and I muft beg Leave 
to read a Paflage or two on this Subject from my Lord 
Coke. That great Lawyer, in the 4th Part of his Infti- 
tutes, Page 14th, fays, ** It isalfo the Law and Cuftom of 
the P: rliament, that when any new Device is moved on 
the King’s Behalf, in P arliament, for his Aid, or the like, 
the C oinmons may anfwer, that they tendered the King’s 

Eftate, and are ready to aid the fame, only in this new 

Device they dare not agree without Conference with their 

“¢ Coun- 
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Countries ; whereby it appeareth, that fuch Conference is 
warrantable by the Law and Cuftom of Parliament.” 
And again, in Paxe 34, he tellus, °° At the Parliament 
holden in oth Edward II]. when a Motion was made 
for a Subfidy of anew Kind, the Commons anfwered, 
that they would have Conference with thofe of their 
feveral Countries and Places, who had put them in Truif, 
before they treated of any fuch Matter.” ° If fuch a 
Conference, Sir, was ever neceflary upon any Occafion, 
it is furely neceflary before we agree to the Device now 
offered to us ; a Device which, in my Opinion, ftrikes at 
the very Root of our Liberties ; it is, in my Way of 
thinking, a downright Plan for Arbitrary Power, and in 
this T am not fingular, for there feems to be many Gen- 
tlemen of the fame Opinion within-doors as well as with- 
out ; therefore I muft think that-it is neceffary, it is n- 
cumbent upon every Gentleman in this Houfe, at leaft to 
defire to have a Conference with his Conftituents before he 
agrees to any fuch Device: This, Sir, would have been 
neceflary if he had been entirely ignorant of the Senti- 
ments of our feveral Countries, but indeed in the prefent 
Cafe fuch a Conference. feems to he quite unneceflary ; we 
lready know the Sentiments of our Conftituents in re- 
lation to the Device now offered to us; the whole Nation 
has already, in the moft open Manner, declared their Diflike 
toit, and therefore I hope the Gentlemen of this Commit- 
tee will reject it with that Scorn and Contempt it deferves

every kind are looked on as Badges of Slavery, and tho’ the 
Englijp Nation be now unfortunately fubjeSted to fome of 
them, yet I hope they will never confent to any new Ex- 
ciles, or to any hew Extention of the Laws of Excife, 
Jet the Pretences for fo doing be ever fo fpecious, 

But in the prefent Cafe pray Sir, let us confider, what 
are the fpecious Pretences made ufe of, what are the creat 
Advantages propofed for perfuading us to confent to the 
fubjecting of fo many of his Majefty’s faithful Subjects to 
be plagued and harraffed by the Officers of Excife. The 
fuppreiling of Frauds and the Advantages that will accrue 
therefrom to the Publick and to the fair Trader, is by 
what I can find the only Pretence now made ufe of; and 
yet thofe Frauds even aggravated as they were by the 
Honourable Gentleman who propofed this Scheme to us, 
do amount to but a meer Trifle; fo that the Improvement 
to be made as to the publick Revenue will be but very in- 
confiderable, if any at all, after deducting the additional 
Charges of Management, ‘which the Publick will becorné 
liable to by the great Increafe of Officers: ‘This Pretence 
therefore, even when fet in the ftrongeft Light, can be no 
fuficient Argument for prevailing on us to expofe our 
Conttitution to the leaft Danger, or to fubje& any of our 
Fellow-Countrymen to great Hardfhips ; but this Pretence 
is till more frivolous, fince it has been made appear to us, 
that thofe Frauds are not at all fo confiderable as they 
have been reprefented; that all Sorts of Frauds cannot 
be prevented even by the Scheme now propofed, and that 
many of thofe Frauds that have been lately committed, 
might be prevented by the Laws now in being, if Care 
were taken to have proper Officers, and to make thofe 
Officers di ee and faithful. I grant indeed, Sir, that 
the Power and Influence of the Crown will be greatly en- 
creafed and improved by this Scheme; I muft own, Sir, 
that great Numbers: of the People of this Nation will there: 
by be rendered not fubmiffive and obedient to thofe that 
fhall hereafter be employed by the Crown ; and if this be 


* a Motive for agreeing to this Scheme, I mutt allovw that it 
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is a ftrong one, I believe indeed that it is the only real one 
that any Gentleman can have for giving his Confent to 
fuch a Scheme; but with me, Sir, it is fo far from being 
a Motive for giving my Confent, that it 1s the itrongeft 
Motive I have for giving my Negative to the Queftion 
now before us, becaufe I think it abfolutely inconfiftent 
with our Conftitution. 7 

‘ Tis true, Sir, an Eafe to the Landed-Intereft has upon 
this, as well as upon fome other late Occafions of the like 
Nature, been thrown out, as a Bait for fomte Gentlemen ; 
but I hope the Landed-Gentlemen are not to be caught 
by fuch Baits ; the Hook appears fo plain, that it may be 
difcovered by any Man of common Senfe; however I 
muft fay, that the Method of arguing is unfair, the De- 
fign is wicked, for it isan Endeavour jto fet the Landed- 
Intereft in a manner at War with the Trading-Interett 
of the Nation; it is endeavouring to deftroy that Har- 
mony which always ought to fubfift among the People 
of the fame Nation, and which if once deftroyed would 
certainly end in the Ruin and Deftru&tion of the whole. 
But every Landed-Gentleman in Exg/and will do well to 
confider what Value their Lands would be of, if for the 
fake of a fmall and immediate Eafe to themfelves, they 
fhould be induced to opprefs and deftroy the Trade of 
their Country, and whoever confiders this, will defpife all 
fuch Projeéts, and rejeé&t them with that Contempt which 
they deferve: This, Sir, is one Reafon for the Landed- 
Gentlemen not to accept of the pretended Eafe now of- 
fered to them by agreeing to the Scheme now propofed ; 
but there is another itrong Reafon againft it: The Houfe 
of Commons, Sir, is moftly compofed of Gentlemen of 
the beit Families and greateft Properties perhaps in the Na- 
tion, they have generally a great Family-Intereft in the 


Aeveral Counties, Cities and Boroughs they reprefent ; if 


this Scheme fhould take Effect, that Intereft will foon be 
deftroyed ; and furely no Man will agree to a Schemé 
which mutt inevitably deftroy the natural Intereft the great 
Families have, and always ought to have, in their re- 
{pective Counties, and transfer the whole to the Crown : 
{f this Scheme fhould once be eftablifhed, the Power and 
Influence of the Crown will be fo great in all Parts of 
the Nation, that no Man can depend upon the natural 
Intereft he has in his Country for being a Member of this 
Houfe, he muft in all future times for fuch 2 Favour de- 
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* nd entirely upon the Crown, and this I hope there is no 
(Sentleman in this Houfe would chufe to fubmit to. 


© Queen Elizabeth, that wife and gracious Princefs, go- 


verned herfelf by Politicks quite different from thofe which 
feem to be at prefent in Vogue: She was fo far from endea- 
vourine to divide or throw Difcord among her Subjects, 
that the wifely never gave herfelf up to any one Miniter, 
orto any one Party; fhe always preferved a Harmony a- 
mong all her Subjects, and kept a friendly Correfpon- 
dence with all Parts and all Parties in the Kingdom; fhe 

even kept up a conftant perfonal Correfpondence with fome 
of the principal Men in every County, by which fhe had al- 
Ways a thorough Knowledge of the feveral Sentiments as 

well as Circumftances of all her Subjeéts, and moft pru- 
dently adapted all her Meafures to what fhe found to be the 
Sentiments of the Generality of the Nation, more parti- 

cularly fhe took Care to avoid every Thing that appeared 
to be difagreeable to the People: ‘To this wife Politick, Sir, 
it is owing, that her Reign makes fuch a glorious Figure 
in our Englifh Hittory ; t to this it is owing, that fhe reigned 
with more Popularity than any Prince fince her Time; ex- 
cept her Royal Succeflor Queen Anne: Thus fhe reign- 
ed, Sir, and reigned abfolutely, but fo as I could wifh every 
Prince of England to do; fhe reigned abfolutely over the 
Hearts and Affections of her Subjeéts, and thereby fhe 
had both their Perfons and their Purfes always at Com- 
mand, 

* We are told, Sir, why do you complain of this Scheme ? 
here is no new Tax to be impofed; there is nothing pro-

The 
Deputies of Tyrol, who have been at that Court, are returned, 
having obtained a Succour of 12000 Arms, and a quantity 
of Ammunition fufficient to enable the Inhabitants of that 
Country to repel any Incurfion that may be made upon 
them by the Enemy. 

Letters from Berlin advife, that the Ruffian Troops are 
approached fo near the Territories of Dantzig, that feveral 
of the Polifh Grandees have thought fit to retire for theif 
fecurity, and it is faid, that King Staniflaus and the Pri- 
mate are likewife preparing to depart, without, however, 
mentioning whither,

‘That Prince 
having lately received a very confiderable Re mittance from 
France, immediately employed 150000 Florins of it to pay 
the Army, and generoufly diftributed the reft among his 
Followers. A Courier is arrived there with Advice of a 
Battle in the Usraine, between the Tartars and the Rujfans, 
in which it is faid, the latter loft 12000 Men. It is Te- 
ported in that City, that King Staniflaus is about to put him- 
felf at the Head of his Army, to offer the Ruffians Battle, 
and that feveral of his great Men are departed to afiembte 
as many of the Nobility as poflible, to attend the King for 
this End, 

A very fmart Piece has been publithed in illand, en 
titled, / Compari/ n between the two Ele@ions ; by which, in 
the Opinion of moft People, it plainly aaa. that Stani- 


flaus was eleéted according to al] the Forms prefcribed by 


the Laws of Poland, and ‘thers was not one of thefe Forms 
obferyed in the Ele&tion of his Rival. Some Advices fav, 
that the Tartars have made an Eruption into the Czarina’s 
Country, routed the Army that oppofed them, and killed 
12000 Men. If this be true, the Czarina will probably be 
fvon obliged to call her Army from Poland,
